United States labor today by James 
J. Davis, secretary of labor, speak- 
ing at the convention of the Nation- 
al Brotherhood of Operative Potters 
here today. 

Mr. Davis said that by failing to 
impose quota restrictions on native- 
born Canadians, Me ns and im- 
migrants from central and south 
America, the United State had 
made the mistake of “leaving the 
back door to our country open after 
closing the front door.” 

(Senator Borah has introduced a 
resolution in the U.S. senate to im- 
pose quota restrictions on people of 
the northern hemisphere, but indica- 
tions are that no action will be taken 
this Similar proposals 
heretofore have been blocked). 

“The fruit of this mistaken polic 
is already visible,” Secretary Dav 
continued. “Evasions and violations 
of the law are frequent, The alien 
smuggler, like the bootlegger of 
liquor, has become an institution. 
Not only does he smuggle in aliens 
who have no legal right to be here, 
but he engages in those other illicit 
traffics, alcohol and narcotics. 

“The only way to get rid of him 
and with him the alien who makes 
use of our back door to effect entry 
into the United States, is to extend 
our immigration policy to all coun- 
tries which are now exempt from

Government was required to find in 
and succeeding years $11,592,- 
947 if expenditures were to be 
maintained on the 1921 scale, even 
if there were no further increases. 
But funds must also be found to 
meet charges on new Debt for 
natural growth of services and for 
new services undertaken. How has 
this been accomplished and expendi- 
tures kept well below the 1921 
scale? By a saving in controllable 
expenditures of $1,179,394, 


Criticism is made of the increase 
in public debt. This Government has 
repeatedly challénged their oppon- 
ents to name one specific item of 
capital expenditure that they think 
should not have been undertaken. 
Neither in the House nor out of it 
has this challenge been accepted. 
During the five years of office there 
has never been an objection voiced 
from any part of the House to any 
capital expenditure. On the con- 
trary, the Government has had to 
turn down demands for expenditures 
for various purposes that if acceded 
to would have involved the Province 
in millions of additional debt. 


The same factors necessitating 
heavy borrowings in 1920 and 1921 
were operating in 1922 and succeed- 
ing years, and whatever Government 
had been in power would have been 
obliged to meet these demands. 


Speaking on this very question on 
March 18th, 1920, Mr. Mitchell 
said: “Lam not taking a pessimistie 
view of these matters, but I realize 
that certain things must be done, 
and no matter what Government is 
in power, they will have to carry 
them on. They will not do so be- 


cause they are obliged to, but be- 
cause they are necessary for the 
country’s good, THAT is the reason 


we have these added expenditures 
looming up in the future.”

Rejection of the @ld Age Pensions 

Bill by the Canadian Senate simply 
drives another spike into the coffin 
of that venerable and sometimes 
venemous body. 
* The Old Age Pensions Bill is not 
a political measure, It is not some 
thing that will stir up partisan pas- 
sions or party excitement But it is 
something that appeals very strong- 
ly to the very deepest sentiments of 
a people who are fundamentally de- 
voted to the obligations of decent 
civilization. 

The necessity for providing for 
old age is one of the most powerful 
stimuli in urging a young man to 
hard work. It would be a very great 
misfortune if any legislation, by 
guaranteeing ease to prodigal old 
age, were to remove that stimulus.
